CHANGE MALE BIRDS YEARLY 


Most Successful Breeders Do Not Ad- 


vocate Practice—Immature Fowls 


Not Desirable. 


Many people get the idea that it is 


always best to change male birds ev- 
ery year. The most successful breed- 
ers do not advocate this yearly change. 
Good male birds may be kept profit- 
ably for two or three years. The use 
of immature males eventually will re- 
sult in reducing the size of the stock 
in general. 


If it is desirable to use voung birds, 


they should be well grown and de- 
veloped. As a rule when young males 
are used it is preferable to breed them 
to older hens. Old males may be mat- 
ed likewise with young hens or pul- 
lets. Unless the young stock is well 
grown it is quite well to use the older 
stock on both sides.

Rows running north 
and south, the fu1! length of the plot 
are economical and convenient If a 
full row of one vegetable is not de- 
sirable, several kinds may be planted 
in the same row, but they should be 
similar in cultural habits and length 
of growing season 


By separating the vegetables se- 


lected into long 
and short 
season 


crops, "companion cropping" may be 
practiced. This is simply the plant- 
Ing in adjacent rows, or in the same 
row, 
of early and late maturing 


crops. With this system at least half 
the ground in a garden may be used 
twice in a season, even though full- 
season crops are grown. For example 


Cabbage 
plants are set in 
rows 


thirty-six inches apart and twenty- 
four inches apart in the row. Midway 
between the cabbage rows and also 
hetween the cabbage plants in the 
row lettuce is planted. Early radish- 
es are drilled in halfway between 
the lettuce and cabbage rows. 


This combination is harvested 
as 


follows: the radishes in a month and 
the lettuce in seven or eight weeks; 
and the entire space is then left to 
the cabbage, just when it is needed. 


"Succession 
cropping" is another 


space-saving practice. This plan fol- 
lows short-season crops by a second 
planting of the same vegetable or a 
different vegetable. 
For instance, to- 


mato-planting time comes shortly be- 
fore the last peas are picked, so that 
the tomatoes mav be planted in the 
space which the peas occupied. In a 
similar way, late cabbage may fol- 
low spinach or mustard which was 
planted earlier in the season, or tur- 
nips may be sown broadcast in the 
seed corn.

Fresh Air of Greater Importance Than 


Wanrcth—Keep Out Dampness 


and Impure Air. 


A poultry house usually needs more 


ventilation than is given. Fresh air Is 
far more important than warmth. 
Fresh air means health but must nev- 
er be supplied by a draft. 


The poultry house should furnish 


protection from storms and cold winds, 
ar>d always provide » clean, dry feed- 
inn floor and a Clean, dry roosting 
place.

Local option was defeated in the 


House of Representatives by a vote 
of 127 to 72. Governor Brumbaugh 
•was not a strong factor for 
the 


measure. 
Representative Beyer, of 


Philadelphia, the Penrose floor lead- 
er assailed Gov. Brumbaugh for in- 
sincerity, false promises and dere- 
liction of performances. We quote 
part of Beyer's anti-option speech: 


Knew He Wouldn't Sign It 


"What the Governor did say be- 


fore he was nominated," said Beyer, 
"was that if the Legislature passed a 
Local Option bill he would sign it. 
He was perfectly safe in making that 
assertion, because he knew the Legis- 
lature would never pass such a meas- 
ure.' 


"After he was nominated," con- 


tinued Beyer, "he got around in some 
sections where theyaare opposed to 
liquor, and finally worked himself 
np into a fever heat. Thousands 
were led to believe he would sign 
such a bill, and many others did not 
believe he would.' 


Reference to "a campaign of ty- 


ranny carried into the Legislature 
two years ago by the Governor," and 
of the "threats made," were touched 
on by Beyer, who branded the cam- 
paign for local option as one of in- 
sincerity throughout. 


"I was told ,two years ago," as- 


serted Beyer, "that if I voted against 
the measure I would never come 
"back to the House. I had the cou- 
rage to vote against it. The force 
In my district that wanted local op- 
tion tried to get a local optionist to 
oppose me. When they did not get 
the right man, they dickered with a 
brewer in my district to defeat me." 


Citing the fact that two years ago 


his majority in the legislative elec- 
tion was 3000, Beyer declared his 
majortiy at the last election was

In)ured Patients Are Not Jolted 


When Borne on This Stretcher 


Among the many ingenious devic- 


es for caring for sick and wounded 
persons which the surgeons of the 
fighting armies in Europe have pro- 
| duced and which bid fair to be ad- 
opted the world over is a stretcher. 
This is the invention of an English 
minister, the Rev. Dr. H C. Hutch- 
ings, who has been acting as a stret- 
cher bearer at the front. 


It is designed to make possible the 


lifting of the severely wounded from 
the trenches, up sharp inclines and 
around sharp curves without causing 
suffering to the man who is being 
lifted. 
Its chief feature is a joint 


roughly corresponding to where the 
patient's hips rest. 


It is made of two poles of ash, 7 


feet 1 inch long, each hinged at 
about its centre. The hinge can be 
locked so that the stretcher poles re- 
main horizontal; it can be flexed to 
any desired angle and there locked, 
or it can be left flexible, 'ihere are 
three transverse bars, two of which 
are so near the ends of the stretcher 


I that 
the 
handles can 
be 
turned 


around inside and grasped with the 
cross-bars, thus lessening the length 
of the stretcher and protecting the 
knuckles of the bearers when mov- 
ing in a narrow space.

and up and down inclines while his 
broken leg remains at rest

man's parents had died of cancer on- 
ly two grandparents out of 234 had 
died of this disease. Among 314 
sons and daughters of parents both, 
of whom had died of cancer he could ] 
find not one case of cancer. He con- 
sidered only those above the age of 
forty. 


He found only nine cases of can- 


cer among 301 brothers and sisters 
of cancerous pairs. Of the 810 sons 
and daughters above 40 in 488 fami- 
lies of which one parent had died of 
cancer only three were known to 
have had the disease

JESUS GIVES SIGHT TO BLIND. 


LESSON TEXT—John 9:1-11, 85-38. (Read 


6 GOLCE^^XT-I am the light Of th« 
world.—John 9.5. 


This, another of the signs which 


Jesus performed, is recorded only by 
John. It probably occurred In Octo- 
ber, six months before the crucifixion, 
while Jesus was attending the Feast 
of the Tabernacles. 
There are six 


other cases of blindness recorded as 
having been cured. Look them up. 


I. The Case (w. 1-4). It was abso- 


lutely hopeless. No human skill could 
| touch it, but Jesus "passed by," and 
that changed everything. What men 
cannot do Jesus can. Jesus is passing 
today, and we may expect things quite 
as wonderful to happen (John 14:12) 
This blind man illustrates the unsaved 
sinner (I Cor. 2:14). He never had! 
seen. He was beyond human help (v. 
32). He had doubtless given up all 
hope of seeing. He was without sym- 
pathy, suspected and despised (w. 2, 
34). 
Poor—he was a beggar. He ia 


also a type of the nation of Israel 
(Bev. 3:17). "We must not attempt to 
explain all sickness (v. 3). God fre- 
quently nses it for the advancement 
of his kingdom (John 11:4). Jesua 
not only passed by but he "saw." The 
feeling of the crowd was that of curi- 
osity and contempt. His feeling waa 
that of compassion (w. 2, 4 and 6). 
Sickness sometimes manifests God's 
sustaining grace (H Cor. 12:8-10). It 
is doubtless true that a large percent- 
age of sickness is the direct result of 
sin (John 5:14; Mk. 2-5; Acts 12:23), 
some, of course, indirectly (Job 23:14- 
30).

IV. Comments. This lesson with its 


vivid contrasts of belief and unbelief 
gives us a wonderful opportunity to 
urge upon pupils a decision to live the 
Christian life.

series can be defined as "the potato 
soil." In the ten counties, leading ta

o potato culture, not less than five 
soil series are represented, and as a 
rule but one of these series predom- 
nate in each county.

friable, vary Ing "in texture 
from a 


fine- sandy or gravelly loam to a silt 
oam. The light working soils pi?>- 
duce potatoes of better quality and

such soils are 
freer from 
diseaaro. 


The light soils, however, are less re- 
tentive of water than the heavier- 
soils and are often deficient in plant 
food. 
Good 
drainage is especially 


important. 


The soil should be well supplied 


with 
organic matter, which 
aside 


from Its effect upon the supply of" 
available plant 
food, improves the 


structure of the soil and increases 
its water-holding capacity. The sup- 
ply of organic 
matter in the 
soil 


should be increased by the use of 
farm manure, the plowing down of" 
crop residues, especially the second 
crop of clover, and the use of cover- 
crops.

eration in humankind than any other 
member gone wrong, has more be- 
hind him than some of his brother 
specialists. 


His is a claim that cannot be check 


ed off with exactness, but we do know 


scientific investigation, as 


I well as from experience in practice, 


that defective teeth cause a great 
deal of ill health; and I am one of 
those who will go as far as to say 
that care of the teeth from infancy 


'ion-ward brings certainly as great, 
^ and possibly greater, rewards than 


I like care of any other one organ. 


It is a wonder men und women do 


not take better care of their teeth, 


not because of the benefit to health 
—because that seems to be the last 
thing we could hope to have any in- 
fluence—but because there is nothing 
that adds more to the personal ap- 
pearance of man or woman than a 
beautiful 
set of teeth 
If, for in- 


stance, some women would pay as 
much attention to their teeth as they 
do to putting splotches of paint.on 
their faces, they would not only be 
more attractive personally but would 
enjoy better health.
